Vjpt, after all, they make 
very little Iwtter time than the best 
express trains on American roads. 
Perhaps the most striking instance 
of speed is a train on the Great Nor- 
thern road, which runs from London 
to York, a distance of 18S !>iiles, at 
the average rate of 48 miles an hour. 
This is hardly beaten by any regular 
time in America, especially on so 
long a run. The first-class fare per 
mile on- this train is about 3J cents. 
Considering the accommodations, 
this charge is fairly comparable with 
American rates on "limited" drawing- 
room trains. The second-class car- 
riage in England ranks with ordinary 
first-class accommodation in this 
conntry. The London, Chatham anc 
DoTer road covers the 78 miles be 
tween London and Dover, at its best 
at 44J miles per hour. The Grea' 
Western sends a train from the me 
tropolis to Bristol, 118 miles, at 45. i

the London and Northwestern, am 
the Southwestern—exceed 40 miles 
per hour, bnt these are only the ver 
fastest Ordinary trains do not av 
erage much better timo than those i 
this conntry.
